REMARKS 



In the Office Action of November 2, 2006, the Examiner imposed a restriction xmder 
35 U.S.C. § 121 having identified two purportedly distinct inventions: 

1. claims 23-31 and 41-42 drawn to selecting frame image within boundary 
positions for capture, classified in class 382, subclass 256; 

IT. claims 32-40 drawn to capturing an image within a selected region and 
transmitting data associated with the capture image to a second computer, classified in class 
709, subclass 204.. 

Applicants hereby elect to proceed with examination of Group I (claim 23-31 and 41- 
42), and cancel the claims of Group II (claims 32-40) as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the cancelled claims in a divisional 
application.
